R. 5, Straban township, one mile 
north of the 
Hanover 
road

of 
Gettysburg, 
shortly after noon today. 
Most of the household goods and 
clothing of Mr. and Mrs. Heflin and 
their six children were consumed. 
The loss of th e property is esti­ 
mated at $1,000, partly covered by 
Insurance. 
Heflin estim ated his loss 
at $500 
He carried no insurance 
on the furniture. 
Fire Beyond Control 
The farm, known as the Edward 
Trostle place, is owned by V. O. Ba­ 
ker, of Hayfield, Virginia. 
Heflin 
moved to th e farm in the spring. 
The Gettysburg fire company was 
summoned, but they were powerless 
to save the house which was built 
of brick, cased with weatherboard- 
Ing. 
The apparatus stood by, how­ 
ever, to save the barn and other 
buildings. 
The wind, however, was 
blowing away from the barn and 
that structure, filled with this year's 
crops, was not endangered. 
W hile the fire was at Its height, 
Mrs. Goldie Heflin, 28, wife of the 
tenant on the place, collapsed, and 
Dr. C. G. Crist, of Gettysburg, was 
called 
and 
rendered 
medical 
a t­ 
tention. 
The physician said shock 
caused the woman to collapse. 
Flame* Spread Quickly 
Heflin discovered the Are while 
sitting on the front porch after eat­ 
ing dinner. 
As he read a news­ 
paper, Heflin said he smelled smoke 
and running around to the back of 
•he house, he found fire eating its 
_ .ray out of the weatherboards to­ 
ward the tin and shingle roof. 
Although Heflin and 
his oldest 
children attem pted to extinguish the 
fire with water, the blaze spread 
rapidly, being fanned 
by 
a stout 
wind, and soon the flames were be­ 
yond control. 
An alarm was then 
turned in for the Gettysburg Are 
company. 
8om e furniture and other articles 
of 
household 
goods Were saved. 
Heflin also succeeded in removing a 
suit of clothes in which I vc had a 
pocketbook, containing some money. 
Another pocketbook, containing be­ 
tween $12 and $15, belonging to a 
hired man, was lost in the blaze. 
Waits Collapse 
The shingle roof of a stone meat 
house, near the 
property, 
caught 
Are. and was consumed. 
When the Are was at its height. 
three walls of the burning structure 
collapsed, but fortunately all Bre­ 
men and others were some distance 
away. 
Heflin moved to the farm from 
Hayfield, near W inchester. Virginia

New York, Ju ly 30 (APL — W hile 
thousands of persons passed a F ifth 
avenue jew elry store late M onday 
two robbers stripped it of its stock 
and a ruby necklace once ow ned by 
M arie A ntoinette. 
Police estim ated th eir loot as high 
as $100,000 exclusive of th e necklace, 
w hich could n o t be priced. 
I t had 
been on display in th e show window 
for a week w ith a card by w hich th e 
French governm ent certified its a u ­ 
thenticity. 
It contained tw enty-five flat ru ­ 
bies of one to two carats each, a 
diam ond-ruby 
clasp 
a n d 
filigree 
work studded w ith diam onds. 
T he robbery occurred in the h ig h ­ 
ly fashionable shopping d istrict on 
F ifth avenue, betw een F ifty-seventh 
an d F ifty -eig h th streets, a t about 5 
p. rn 
Only Lester H arran , 27. the 
store m anager, and Joseph F ried ­ 
m an, 22, a nephew of N icholai M il­ 
ler, the owner, were p resent In th e 
shop.

F riedm an were ordered to th e rear 
of th e store, a second m an entered 
w ith a portfolio in his hand. 
T he m anager an d F riedm an were 
bound and th e ir m ouths taped. T he 
robbers th e n quietly an d m ethodi­ 
cally cleaned o u t th e jewel trays, In­ 
cluding eig h t bracelets valued a t $2,- 
500 each. 
O nly a $500 diam ond 
ring, ap p aren tly overlooked, escaped 
notice. 
T he 
M arie 
A ntoinette 
necklace 
was placed ag ain st a background of 
black velvet drapes, w hich hid It 
from th e inside of th e shop, a l­ 
though visible from the sidewalk. 
T he robber h ad only to th ru st his 
h an d th ro u g h a sm all a p ertu re In 
the d rape and, hidden from public 
gaze, rem ove it from th e window. 
From th e sidew alk it would appear 
a clerk had rem oved th e necklace. 
T he robbers required only about 
ten or fifteen m inutes, H arran e sti­ 
m ated. 
W hen th ey were h eard to 
leave, F riedm an freed his h an d s and 
telephoned police.
